Judge Hex Henson of Poplar Bluff, who is 
hearing the change of venue case from 
Dunklin County, planned to finish the state’s 
presentation Wednesday night, but one of 
the state’s attorneys, Charles M. Cable of 
Kennett, became ill and the proceedings 
were continued until today. 
Dunklin Count} Prosecuting Attorney 
Charles Baker said he plans to call two more 
witnesses for the state today and will do the 
questioning himself if Cable remains ill. 
Much of the testimony Wednesday was 
supplied by laboratory technicians who 
conducted tests on items of evidence related 
to the case, starting with Sgt. Gene Duck­ 
worth, who was the Missouri State Highway 
Patrol officer in charge of the investigation 
at the scene. 
Duckworth said he was shown a bloody 
fingerprint on top of a fence in the back yard 
of the Garrison house by Cpl. Jackie 
Crawford 
The print was in a patch of dried Hood,a 
thin film about three to four inches wide and 
dark red in color. Duckworth said it was 
just a partial print, then explained the 
procedure of lifting a print as he demon­ 
strated it and verified that a fingerprint 
card presented to him Wednesday was the 


same one he prepared on Sept. 8,1974. 
On Sept. 10, 1974, Duckworth said he was 
called to the Garrison house again after a 
bloody footprint had been found in the 
house. He took pictures of that footprint and 
another partial print near it. 
On Sept. ll, he took a blood sample from 
the print and dusted it with fingerprint 
powder who was unsuccessful in his attempt 
to lift it. 
He echoed what several other officers had 
testified Tuesday, that he did not see the 
print on Sept. 8 and first saw it when his 
attention was called to it on Sept. 10. 
Highway Patrol Sgt. Don Shelton testified 
Tuesday that Charles Wilson, Mrs. 
Garrison’s brother, was given free rein in 
die house. 
During cross-examination Wednesday, 
however, Duckworth didn’t know if Wilson 
was allowed free rein; it wasn’t his 
responsibility. 
“Wasn’t it peculiar that you and other 
trained officers for three days were not able 
to see a visible footprint?” the defense 
asked. 
“Not when I went back and saw where it 
was,” Duckworth replied. “It was difficult 
to see on the black tile.” 
He was surprised, however, to hear of a 
bloody footprint being found, he said. 
“Was it because you had investigated the 
area and hadn’t seen it?” the defense asked. 
“Yes,” Duckworth said. 
He said he examined the footprint, which 
appeared to be made by a sock foot, and 
there was some conversation about the fact 
that one toe seemed to be missing.

The defense then had Garrison take his 
shoe off and demonstrate that all of his toes 
touched the floor. 
When asked a number of questions by the 
defense about the fingerprint found on the 
fence, Duckworth said he had no clearcut 
theory about how such a print could be 
made. However, he said that to his 
knowledge, it is not possible to forge 
fingerprints. 
He testified that three blood types were 
found in the room, with B type blood on one 
wall, type A on another, types A and 0 on a 
blanket, type A (the victim’s type) in the 
footprint and on the stairway, type A on a 
holster found in the room, types A and B on 
the bedroom carpet and a trail of type B 
blood from the bedroom to the back door. 
A surgical glove, found in a yard ad­ 
joining the back yard of the Garrison house, 
had type 0 blood on it.

Garrison and hair found in her hand, said 
that while he was not qualified to draw 
conclusions, the chemical makeup 
was 
different, indicating they could have come 
from different sources. 


Another technician, Terry Baxter, who 
wrote die final report based on Gray’s tests, 
said he concluded that there was a large 
enough difference in the chemical makeup 
to make it inconclusive 


Dr. Robert Ahlvin, who performed an 
autopsy on the body, testified that Mrs. 
Garrison had been shot in the back of the 
haad; and Thomas Buel, a highway patrol 
forensic 
chemist, 
said the bullet was 
probably .22-caliber. 
Dr. Pin H. Pu estimated the time of death 
between 8 and 9 a.m. Sept. 8, 1974, but 
warned he could not be exact and Ahlvin 
warned that other factors could throw the 
estimate off. 
Both doctors agreed that the cause of 
death was the gunshot wound to the head. 
Buel reported that he photographed the 
latent print and a print from Dr. Garrison’s 
fingerprint card for presentation in court 
and, in his opinion, they match. 
Buel also said a pistol grip found in a yard 
near the Garris«) house and a small piece 
of plastic found in the bedroom where the 
murder took place matched and was 
characteristic of a Harrington and Richards 
revolver. 


Under cross examination, he said the .22- 
caliber bullet found in the body of Mrs. 
Garrison was not compared to a pistol from 
Summerville, Tenn., nor was he requested 
to make such a test. 


Dr. Robert Briner, director of the 
Southeast Missouri Regional Crime 
Laboratory at Cape Girardeau, said he 
made several blood typing tests and that, on 
one item found in the bedroom, there were 
two distinct blood type»— A and 0 — and 
that on another he found both A and B types, 
leading him to speculate it was type AB 
blood.

Crane overturns capsized ferry 


LULING, La. (AP) — A giant floating 
crane today righted the Mississippi River 
ferry that capsized after a collision that left 
up to 82 river commuters dead, but the ferry 
remained partially submerged. 
Efforts continued to bring the ferry to the 
surface even as divers stood by on the the 
shore to resume to search for bodies. 
Sheriffs officers said 22 bodies were 
recovered in the hours after the collision, 
many of them still trapped in cars that were 
aboard the ferry. 
The bodies of many of the missing were 
believed trapped in the ferry or sunk in the 
10 feet of mud on the river bottom, officials 
said.. 
Laboring through the nigmt, workmen on 
the floating crane attached lines to the 120- 
by-65-foot ferry, which had settled upside 
down with its rusted hull protruding after it 


was rammed by the 664-foot Norwegian 
tanker Frosta. 


Eighteen persons survived the collision, 
but it was unknown exactly how many were 
on the George Prince ferry when it was hit 
broadside just before dawn Wednesday. 
Many of the dead were factory workers en 
route to jobs on the west bank from 
Destrahan and other east-bank towns about 
20 miles upriver from New Orleans. 
Some passengers were on foot, but others 
had remained in their cars with windows 
rolled up to keep out the cold. 


The impact of the collision dumped cars 
and screaming passengers into the cold, 
swift water, which reached depths of 80 feet 
Divers searching for survivors on Wed­ 
nesday reported hearing tapping from the 
hull, but found only bodies bumping around. 


No one was injured aboard the Frosta, 
which was empty and was heading to Baton 
Rouge to take on cargo. The freighter 
remained anchored a mile and a half up­ 
stream while the Coast Guard launched an 
investigation of the accident. The cause of 
the collision was undertermined. 


Sheriff John St. Amant estimated from 
reports of missing persons from factories 
and homes in the area that 96 passengers 
were on the ferry. But he said later that the 
total probably exceeded 100. 


“We don’t have any idea,” said Deputy 
Sheriff Wallace Friloux of St. Charles 
Parish. “There were 30 to 35 autos aboard, 
with from one to four or five people per car. 
And we don’t know how many foot pas­ 
sengers were aboard. ” 
“We saw the ship moving up the river, 


and the ship blowed its whistle for the ferry 
four or five times, but the ferry just kept 
going,” said Jerry Mayo, a worker on a 
sister ferry that rescued many of the sur­ 
vivors. 


A Coast Guard official said that unless 
there are special circumstances, a small 
boat such as a ferry usually is expected to 
yield right-of-way to a larger vessel. 
P.J. Breaud, whose pickup truck barely 
miused being able to squeeze on the ferry, 
said he watched from the bank as the 
Norwegian ship moved upstream in the 
early morning gloom. 


He said later that it was hard to tell what 
happened because “it was dark and it 
happened so fast.” But he said, “To my 
knowledge, the ship blew six times, three 
blasts twice.”

“Not when I went back and saw where it 
was,” Duckworth replied “It was difficult 
to see on the black tile. ” 
He was surprised, however, to hear of a 
bloody footprint being found, he said 
“Was it because you had investigated the 
area and hadn’t seen it?” the defense asked. 
“Yes,” Duckworth said. 
He said he examined the footprint, which 
appeared to be made by a sock foot, and 
there was some conversation about the fact 
that one toe seemed to be missing. 


The defense then had Garrison take his 
shoe off and demonstrate that all of his toes 
touched the floor. 
When asked a number of questions by the 
defense about the fingerprint found on the 
fence, Duckworth said he had no clearcut 
theory about how such a print could be 
made 
However, 
he said that to his 
knowledge, it is not possible to forge 
fingerprints 
He testified that three blood types were 
found in the room, with B type blood on one 
wall, type A on another, types A and 0 on a 
blanket, type A (the victim’s type) in the 
footprint and on the stairway, type A on a 
holster found in the room, types A and B on 
the bedroom carpet and a trail of type B 
blood from the bedroom to the back door.

Duckworth also testified that his in­ 
vestigation showed that a woman had 
visited the Garrison house the night of the 
murder.

Garrison make footprints like the one found 
in the Garrison home as many as 25 times 
when they had gone swimming 
The defense attorneys ajprin had Garrison 
take his shoe off and demonstrate that all 
his toes touched the floor. She admitted the 
toes were touching now, but that it was 
different the other times she had seen them.

the glove were inconclusive. 


Don Gray, a laboratory technician who 
performed some tests on hair from Mrs 
Garrison and hair found in her hand, said 
that while he was not qualified to draw 
conclusions, the chemical makeup

different, indicating they could have come 
from different sources 


Another technician, Terry Baxter, who 
wrote the final report based on Gray's tests, 
said he concluded that there was a large 
enough difference in the chemical makeup 
to make it inconclusive 


Dr. Robert Ahlvin, who performed an 
autopsy on the body, testified that Mrs. 
Garrison had been shot in the back of the 
head; and Thomas Buel, a highway patrol 
forensic 
chemist, 
said the bullet 
was 
probably 22-caliber. 
Dr. Pin H Pu estimated the time of death 
between 8 and 9 a.m. Sept, 8, 1974, but 
warned he could not be exact and Ahlvin 
warned that other factors could throw the 
estimate off. 
Both doctors agreed that the cause of 
death was the gunshot wound to the head 


Buel reported that he photographed the 
latent print and a print from Dr. Garrison’s 
fingerprint card for presentation in court 
and, in his opinion, they match. 
Buel also said a pistol grip found in a yard 
near the Garrison house and a small piece 
of plastic found in the bedroom where the 
murder took place matched and was 
characteristic of a Harrington and Richards 
revolver 


Under cross examination, he said the 22- 
caliber bullet found in the body of Mrs 
Garrison was not compared to a pistol from

LUL1NG, La. (AP) — A giant floating 
crane today righted the Mississippi River 
ferry that capsized after a collision that left 
up to 82 river commuters dead, but the ferry 
remained partially submerged 
Efforts continued to bring the ferry to the 
surface even as divers stood by on the the 
shore to resume to search for bodies 
Sheriff's officers said 22 bodies were 
recovered in the hours after the collision, 
many of them still trapped in cars that were 
aboard the ferry 
The bodies of many of the missing were 
believed trapped in the ferry or sunk in the 
10 feet of mud on the river bottom, officials 
said , 
Laboring through the ntgmt, workmen on 
the floating crane attached lines to the 120- 
by-55-foot ferry, which had settled upside 
down with its rusted hull protruding after it 


was rammed by the 664 foot Norwegian 
tanker Frosta 


Eighteen persons survived the collision, 
but it was unknown exactly how many were 
on the George Prince ferry when it was hit 
broadside just before dawn Wednesday. 
Many erf the dead were factory workers en 
route to jobs on the west bank from 
Destrahan and other east-bank towns about 
20 miles upriver from New Orleans 
Some passengers were on foot, but others 
had remained in their cars with windows 
rolled up to keep out the cold 


The impact of the collision dumped cars 
and screaming passengers into the cold, 
swift water, which reached depths of 80 feet 
Divers searching for survivors on Wed 
nesday reported hearing tapping from the 
hull, but found only bodies bumping around 


No one was injured aboard the Frosta, 
which was empty and was heading to Baton 
Rouge to take on cargo. The freighter 
remained anchored a mile and a half up­ 
stream while the Coast Guard launched an 
investigation of the accident The cause of 
the collision was undertermmed 


Sheriff John St Amant estimated from 
reports of missing persons from factories 
and homes in the area that 96 passengers 
were on the ferry But he said later that the 
total probably exceeded 100 


“We don't have any idea," said Deputy 
Sheriff Wallace Friloux of St 
Charles 
Parish 
There were 30 to 35 autos aboard, 
with from one to four or five people per car 
And we don't know how many foot pas­ 
sengers were aboard ” 
“We saw the ship moving up the river, 


and the ship biowed its whistle for the ferry 
four or five times, but the ferry just kept 
going,” said Jerry Mayo, a worker on a 
sister ferry that rescued many of the sur 
vivors 


A Coast Guard official said that unless 
there are special circumstances, a small 
boat such as a ferry usually is expected to 
yield right erf way to a larger vessel 
P J Breaud, whose pickup truck barely 
miused being able to squeeze on the ferry, 
said ht watched from the bank as the 
Norwegian ship moved upstream in the 
early morning gloom 


He said later that it was hard to tell what 
happened because “ It was dark and it 
happened so fast." But he said, “To my 
knowledge, the ship blew six times, three 
blasts twice ”

"This legislation is financed 
on a conservative basis,” said 
the then-chairman of the House 
Committee on Ways and Means. 
“I can assure the membership 
that we will take in each year 
more than we are paying out.” 
Whereupon the House, ever 
eager to raise the ante on Social 
Security, 
pushed 
through 


another hike in benefits- 
including 
an 
automatic 
escalator clause to keep payouts 
pushing upward. 
Nothing could have been 
further from the truth than 
Mills’ assertion. As a result of 
the action taken in 72, Social 
Security payments are now 
outstripping revenues by 84- 
billion-plus a year. The so-called 
“trust fund” of the system is 
being rapidly depleted, and the

WASHINGTON - Those per­ 
nicious, all-hearing Nixon tapes 
are back again to haunt the 
GOP. The tapes seem to support 
John Dean's charge that in 1972 
then-President Richard Nixon 
used Gerald Ford to help block 
an early Watergate investiga­ 
tion. 
Even more troublesome, we 
have now established that Nixon 
purposely altered the tape 
transcripts to cover up Ford's 
possible role in stopping the late 
Rep. Wright Patman, D.-Tex., 
from investigating Watergate. 
Patman was hot on the trail of 
the Watergate conspiracy before 
the 1972 election. He discovered, 
for example, how the Watergate 
money had been laundered in 
Mexico. But the White House 
brought pressure on his House 
Banking Committee to halt the 
probe dead in its tracks. 
Ford has conceded that, as 
House Republican leader, he ap­ 
posed the probe. But twice he 
has sworn that he acted on his 
own without any pressure from 
the White House. Former White 
House counsel John Dean has all 
but called him a liar. Dean now 
claims that he learned from two 


White House aides, William Tim­ 
mons and Richard Cook, that 
they had consulted with Ford 
about derailing Patman 
Our own investigation doesn't 
d i s p r o v e F o r d 's s w o rn 
testim ony. But we have 
positively established that Nixon 
altered the transcripts in at least 
eight instances to conceal Fbrd’s 
possible involvement. In each in­ 
stance, Nixon appeared to 
believe that his staff would be in 
touch with Ford and that Ford 
would intervene. 
On Sept 15,1972, for example, 
a worried Nixon discussed the 
Patman probe with aides. He 
wanted the investigation stop­ 
ped, he told his aides. Then, 
referring to Ford, Nixon 
declared: “Jerry has really got to 
lead on this. He's got to really be 


Nixon was emphatic. He said 
Ford should be told: “Now god­ 
damn it, get the hell over with 
this (ending the probe)/' To stress 
the urgency, Nixon added: “I’m 
getting into this thing/' 
These statements were picked 
up by the hidden microphones in 
the Oval Office. But Nixon later 
d e l e t e d th e m from the 


transcripts. 
At another point, Nixon sug­ 
gested that Rep. William Wid- 
nall, R.-NJ, the top Republican 
on Patman’s committee, was too 
weak to stall the investigation. 
“Put it down,” instructed Nixon, 
“uh, Jerry should talk to WidnaU 
ami uh, just brace him.*' This in­ 
struction was also deleted from 
the transcripts. 
One of the most significant 
omissions involved Timmons, 
whom Dean identified as a go- 
between with Ford. Nixon said: 
“The game has to be played 
awful rough ... You'll follow 
through with ... Who will over 
there? Who ... Timmons, or with 
Ford." This reference to Ford 
and Timmons was also struck 
out of the transcripts. 
On another part of the tape, 
Nixon questioned whether Ford 
could “do anything with Pat- 
man" Again, Nixon stated that 
Ford has “got to know** that Nix­ 
on personally wanted the probe 
killed. Dean acknowledged, ac­ 
cording to the tapes, that Ford 
would be advised Nixon was 
personally behind the request 
These embarrassing remarks, 
too. were deleted. 
There is clear evidence, in 
short, that Nixon censored the 
references to Ford from the 
t r a n s c r ip t. This d o e sn ’t 
necessarily mean that Nixon's 
instructions to his staff were car­ 
ried out. It is always passibble, as 
Ford insists, that they never 
spoke to him about the probe It 
should also be noted that Ford 
had nothing to do with editing 
the transcripts. It wasn't Ford 
but Nixon who was responsible 
for the deletions. 
Footnote: Timmons and Cook 


both deny that they talked with 
Ford about killing the Patman 
investigation. We have been 
unable to get any comment from 
Nixon. 
I N S I D E T H E W H I T E 
HOUSE: The special prosecutor 
has now cleared President Ford 
of illegally pocketing or divert­ 
ing any funds from the maritime 
unions. As additional evidence 
that the maritime unions have 
no hold on him, we have learned 
that they brought tremendous 
pressure on him to sign a 1974 
bill requiring that a percentage 
of oil imports had to be carried 
on U.S. ships. The unions' friends 
on Capitol Hill even threatened 
to hold up Ford legislation if he 
didn’t sign the bill. Nevertheless, 
the President vetoed the bill. 
— Not long ago, Transporta­ 
tion Secretary William Coleman 
marched up to Capitol Hill to 
plead for minority contractors. 
He sought legislation to assure 
that they get at least 15 per cent 
of the railroad work in the 
Northeast corridor. But railroad 
lobbyists quietly spread the word 
that Coleman was acting on his 
own, that he didn't speak for the 
President. When this got back to 
Ford, he personally sent word to 
key members of Congress that 
he backed Coleman 100 per cent 
— Teammates of President 
Ford recall the time that his 
University of Michigan football 
team played a game in die 
South.

Secret Mafia sit-down called 
to protect low profile billion- 
dollar rackets 
NEW YORK- It’s healthy for 
the soul to look back in anger. So, 
when mob bodies professionally 
ventilated by bullets began 
dropping around town, I call«! a 
couple of “fellows” and learned 
that the neatly trimmed down 
Mafia “family” of the late 
Tommy (Three Fingers Brown) 
Luchese had just had an 
emergency sit-down in East 
Harlem. 
This is unusual in this elec­ 
tronic bugging age. The dons 
and capos don’t often gather in 
one 
place. 
However, 
the 
Luchese crowd, the late Jimmy 
Hoffa’s favorite clan, has no 
visible godfather from whom to 
take direction. 
But one of their genial er­ 
stwhile straw bosses, the late 
ventilated 
Andimo 
(Tommy 
Noto) Pappadio, was gunned 
down the night of Sept. 24 after a 
bit dinner. And right in front of 
his posh Long Island home and 
lady. 
Now who would do such a 
think to such a “family”? 
Mafia “family” life has been 
quiet in town. The Luchese dons 
have been working silently with a 
new “boss,” according to the 
Mghest authorities, of the old 
Joe Banana’s mob wMch the 
federals say was organized by 
the now retired Joe Bonanno 
who has exchanged the Arizona 
sun belt for his old gun belt. 
The 
hood 
the 
Justice 
Department believes now to be 
Godfather of the Bananas band 
is 67-year-old ex-convict Car­ 
mine (Liol) Galente. He’s been 
moving stealthily. Why throw 
one’s weight or bullets around? 
Both families are from the 
Palermo and Castellamare del 
Golfo area of Sicily. And that’s 
where the Mafia started. 
So Galente and one Anthony 
(Tony Ducks, The Duke) 
Coralto, reputed acting leader of 
the Luchese operations, have 
been right friendly. And Pap- 
padio was one of Tony Duck’s 
good friends. (Another intimate 
was Jimmy Hoffa.) So, why stir 
the federals with shootings? 
Why bring in all the in­ 
vestigative newspeople? 
And, after all, who on the 
inside would dare challenge 
such a Mafia combine? 
The stakes literally are “in the 
Miltons” according to one of fce 
nation’s 
most 
famed 
prosecutors. The Luchese mob 
as been at it for decades. 
Specializing in garment firms, 
trucking, gambling and nar­ 
cotics. And in subverting public 
officials - like planting one of 
their men in the U.S. Attorney’s 
office in the Southern District 
here in the early ’50s. And 
corrupting a New York state 
Supreme Court justice. And 
bribing one of ex-Mayor John 
Lindsay’s close advisers. 
Low profile operations are far 
more preferable than high 
decibel Mafia gunplay these 
days. The FBI, despite all the 
slings and arrows aimed at it, 
has been in MgMy successful 
deep throat operations here In 
cooperation with the Justice 
Department 
anti-racketeer 


strike forces. Some time ago 
they nailed Godfather Philip 
(Rusty) 
Rastelli, 
who was 
succeeded by Galente as head of 
the Bananas mob according to 
the authorities, for violation of 
the Hobbs anti-extortion act. He 
got 10 years and a $50,000 fine. 
Today he’s in prison. 
And then there is the virtually 
unknown James (Jimmy Nap) 
Napoli, the one-man Mafia 
family. He regularly has han­ 
dled millions in his own three 
state gambling network - New 
York, New Jersey and Penn­ 
sylvania. 
The other day Jimmy Nap got 
himself a five-year prison term 
and a $20,000 fine on illegal 
gambling charges. Evidence by 
courtesy of the FBI. Earlier 
Napoli had been charged with 
using an air freight forwarding 
firm to shake down the Singer 
Sewing Machine Co. But the 
case was stopped after the 
government 
presented 
is 
evidence. There were other 
things to do, it was said. 
Jimmy Nap is considered the 
nation’s biggest gambler. Other 
dons have come to him for ad­ 
vice. He’s reputedly as powerful 
and important in the national 
network as any godfather in 
organized crime. He was never 
made an official member of any 
Mafia unit. He’s an independent. 
And he was doing right well. 
So with the FBI prowling all 
over the place, the big crime 
families - most of them 
specialists in industrial and 
labor racketeering - have gone 
low key. Actually, if we talk in 
godfather 
images, 
the 
metropolitan New York-New 
Jersey area’s five families are 
leader less. 
They’re 
still 
big 
money­ 
makers. Mistake that not. But 
times and the garment rag 
jungle and trucking have 
changed. One reason is the 
FBI’s and the New York strike 
forces’ deep infiltration of the 
mobs. 
The Mafia godfathers had 
gotten too cocky. They had 
gunned each other. It’s nice to 
read funny books about how the 
mob can’t shoot straight. They 
can. They did. 
Now Joe Colombo, still head of 
his tribe, is a vegetable with a 
bullet in the brain. Godfather of 
Godfathers, Carlo Gambino is ill 
and very quiet. The old 
Genovese mob has more dead 
chiefs, 
dead 
from 
lead 
poisoning, than live ones. 
There no longer is an Eastern 
Mr. Big. The authorities believe 
that Galente has ambitions. But 
he’s always in low profile.

THE 94TH CONGRESS -- PART II 


In my last column, I discussed some of the achievements 
of the recently-adjourned 94th Congress. In this column, I 
would like to talk about some of the things this past Congress 
did not achieve. 
The 94th Congress was the busiest ever, spending more 
time in session and recording more votes than any previous 
Congress. But it was not one of the most productive 
Congresses, in terms of major legislation enacted. One of the 
main reasons for this was the continuing stalemate between 
Congress and President Ford. 
In some ways, this continuing conflict produced positive 
results. For example, the Congress refused to accept the 
President’s energy proposals, which relied on higher 
consumer prices and fatter energy company profits to solve 
alt problems. Congress refused to decontrol the price of oil 
and natural gas, rejected the Ford proposal to abandon 
allocation programs, and forced the President to rescind the 
costly and ineffective oil tariff. Congress also rejected the 
Rockefeller plan for a $100 billion subsidy of private energy 
development. 
But, there also was a negative side to the energy picture. 
While the Congress did achieve some specific energy goals 
(such as authorizing a number 01 energy conservation, 
research and development programs), it did not come up 
with a comprehensive energy policy. In my view, development 
of such a policy must be one of the first priorities of the 95th 
Congress. 
In the area of food stamp and welfare reform, we again 
faced a lack of constructive policy proposals from the 
Administration. The Senate came up with its own legislation 
to reduce food stamp fraud, but the House failed to act on 
the measure. Several Senators offered general welfare reform 
packages but none were enacted. 
Until we clean up Medicare and Medicaid, it seems 
unlikely that we will be able to deal with the overall problem 
of rising health care costs. Proposals such as thp Kennedy 
plan for first-dollar health care coverage generated many 
speeches in the 94th Congress, but many Senators (myself 
included) agree that such a proposal is beyond our means. 
Specific proposals for less ambitious programs (such as 
coverage of catastrophic illnesses only) were not forthcoming. 
A related issue, Social Security financing, also saw no 
action. The Congress recognizes the serious financial 
problems facing the Social Security trust fund. We did not 
agree with President Ford’s proposed solution (raising taxes), 
but neither did we come up with an answer of our own. 
Congress will be back to work on these unsolved 
problems in January. Hopefully, with a little more positive 
assistance from the Administration, the 95th Congress will 
enact some solutions.

In my last column, I discussed some of the achievements 
of the recently-adjourned 94th Congress. In this column, 1 
would like to talk about some of the things this past Congress 
did not achieve. 
The 94th Congress was the busiest ever, spending more 
time in session and recording more votes than any previous 
Congress. But it was not one of the most productive 
Congresses, in terms of major legislation enacted. One of the 
main reasons for this was the continuing stalemate between 
Congress and President Ford. 
In some ways, this continuing conflict produced positive 
results. For example, the Congress refused to accept the 
President’s 
energy 
proposals, 
which 
relied 
on 
higher 
consumer prices and fatter energy company profits to solve 
all problems. Congress refused to decontrol the price of oil 
and natural gas, rejected the Ford proposal to abandon 
allocation programs, and forced the President to rescind the 
costly and ineffective oil tariff. Congress also rejected the 
Rockefeller plan for a $100 billion subsidy of private energy 
development. 
But, there also was a negative side to the energy picture. 
While the Congress did achieve some specific energy goals 
(such as authorizing a number of energy conservation, 
research and development programs), it did not come up 
with a comprehensive energy policy. In my view, development 
of such a policy must be one of the first priorities of the 95th 
Congress. 
In the area of food stamp and welfare reform, we again 
faced a lack of constructive policy proposals from the 
Administration. The Senate came up with its own legislation 
to reduce food stamp fraud, but the House failed to act on 
the measure. Several Senators offered general welfare reform 
packages but none were enacted. 
Until we clean up Medicare and Medicaid, it seems 
unlikely that we will be able to deal with the overall problem 
of rising health care costs. Proposals such as the Kennedy 
plan for first-dollar health care coverage generated many 
speeches in the 94th Congress, but many Senators (myself 
included) agree that such a proposal is beyond our means. 
Specific proposals for less ambitious programs (such as 
coverage of catastrophic illnesses only) were not forthcoming. 
A related issue, Social Security financing, also saw no 
action. 
The Congress recognizes the 
serious financial 
problems facing the Social Security trust fund. We did not 
agree with President Ford’s proposed solution (raising taxes), 
but neither did we come up with an answer of our own. 
Congress will be back to work on these unsolved 
problems in January. Hopefully, with a little more positive 
assistance from the Administration, the 95th Congress will 
enact some solutions.

“Something in the water" or 
“ something in the lobby" at the 
Philadelphia hotel where dele­ 
gates stayed last summer may 
have been partly responsible 
for the mysterious Legion­ 
naires’ disease, says the chief 
medical detective on the case.

Fraser said the typical dele­ 
gate at the state American Le­ 
gion convention did much of his 
socializing in the hotel’s lobby, 
even though he may have 
utayed elsewhere. 
Those who stayed in other ho­ 
tels also had occasion to drink 
the Bellevue-Stratford water 
during their lobby visits, he 
said. 
But he noted there were 
strong arguments against the 
theories. 
“There are a lot of things for 
and against the water and the 
time spent in the lobby,” he 
said. “For instance, 40 per cent 
of the cases studied didn’t 
drink any of the water.

He said the fact that lobby 
employ« showed no signs of 
the malady, with its high fever 
and coughing, could be due to 
their ages, generally much 
younger than the typical legion­ 
naire.

WINONA, Mo. (AP) - When 
Tom Becker says his horses 
look up to him, it’s easy to be­ 
lieve. Becker stands 6 feet, 3 
inches tall and the average 
horse in his herd is about 30 
inches tall at the shoulder. 
Becker, a 50-year-old retired 
marine engineer, raises what 
are among the smallest horses 
in Missouri. He says his re­ 
maining goal in life is to pro­ 
duce the smallest horse in the 
country, hopefully short«* than 
19 inches. 
He said his unusual hobby be­ 
gan after he saw an article on 
miniature horses in a magazine 
in his dentist’s waiting room. 
He soon had three of the 
"minis” in his backyard. They 
brought an end to the boredom 
that had filled his retirement. 
Becker’s hobby has turned 
into a business. He recently 
sold half his herd of 18 and has 
found that buyers range from 
people looking for pets for their 
children to zoos that want the 
small horses for novelties in 
their “petting zoos.” 
Becker said small horses 
fetch a good price — generally 
between $250 and $1,500. 
You can also show them as 
you do a larger horse, Becker 


said. His herd stallion, a 28- 
inch horse named Mr. Sil­ 
houette, took second place in 
the over 3-year-old and under 
32-inch division at the National 
Mini Horse Show in Shelbyville, 
Ind. Another stallion took top 
honors in its division. 
Becker also uses the horses 
in teams to (Mill a variety of 
wagons in local parades. 
But Becker said their biggest 
advantage over their larger 
relatives is that they are what 
horsemen call "easy keepers.” 
His horses require nothing but 
grass for feed when it’s plenti­ 
ful. During the winter months 
they get only a pound of grain 
and a little hay. One bale of 
hay feeds 10 horses. 
Becker figures it costs him 17 
or 18 cents a day per animal to 
feed the herd. 
"That’s less than it costs to 
feed a car or dog,” he said. 
The minis weigh only 15 to 18 
pounds at birth and stand about 
as many inches tall. That en­ 
ables the owner to pick them 
up and carry them, so they get 
used to being handled quicker 
than larger horses. 
Becker starts training them 
the day they are bom and has 
them in a halter and trained to 


toilow mm on a rope at 10 
days. He said that gives them a 
good disposition toward people. 
In the late 1800's, ponies were 
being imported from Europe, 
Becker said, with some very 
small animals among them. 
There was a demand for the 
smallest ones for use in the 
Virginia coal mines, so a man

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Images overshadow issues in gubernatorial race

JEFFERSON CITY - 
linages and emotional appeals 
seem to be overshadowing the 
Issues' in the 
Missouri 
governor's race with the Nov.
